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Garden Tours and Flower Art

June 23 and 24 found folks from around the 
southeast region flocking to Marion and/or Mattapoisett 
to tour private gardens that were all putting their best 
roots forward. On Friday, it was Marion’s Secret Gardens, 
and on Saturday, it was Mattapoisett’s June in Bloom 
garden tours. 

The Marion Garden Group, established in 
the 1950s, sought to give local women a place to learn 
about gardening and gain confidence in building floral 
landscapes, some of which can still be seen in the village 
area. 

Several years ago, Elizabeth Hatch, with the aid 
of several MGG members, saw an opportunity to beautify 
forgotten spaces whose high-profile locations made their 
neglect all the more painful to view. The group purchased 
barrels and plants and gathered a volunteer army to 
care for plantings at several Route 6 points including 
Spring Street, Mill Street, the turnaround just before Old 
Rochester Regional High School, Converse Road and, not 
to be forgotten, the grand welcome sign at Front Street. 
The group donated the sign to the town. 

Ever present in any blue sky over flower beds 
was the gray-cloud issue of how to water the newly- 
planted flowers and bushes. It’s taken several long years 
of negotiations with the town and with the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation to get water service to the 
locations. Hatch reported that just a few days prior to the 
garden tour, the group received word that the state and 
local governments had reached an agreement that will 
allow water service to those areas planted by the MGG. 

The Secret Gardens consisted of eight resplendent 
private properties, the Elizabeth Taber Library and the 
Town House. 

The library and Town House feature velvety 
green lawns punctuated by flowering beds and year- 
round evergreen plantings. In the spring, there were

daffodils and now in this season so eagerly anticipated 
by humans and plants alike, one finds hydrangea and 
lavender gently bobbing in the warm air. In the winter, a 
selection of evergreens gives the sprawling lawned space 
a traditional holiday look. 

Marion’s featured gardens were all showstoppers, 
many of which are professionally designed in partnership 
with the owners. Main Street offered About Face roses, 
allium, a weeping Japanese larch and the much-loved 
geraniums and coneflowers. 

Two homes on Mooring Road gave the day 
trippers roses, peony, foxglove, penstemon and cypress 
trees, while on Cottage Street, Pleasant Street and 
Rose Cottage, there were Rose of Sharon, red maples, 
Solomon’s seal and dogwoods. (Side bar: Haven’t the 
dogwoods been splendid this year, despite last summer’s 
drought?) 

Many of the Marion gardens also featured works 
of sculptural art thoughtfully placed for the best visual 
impact. 
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The event raised money that will help to continue 
the MGG’s goal of beautifying public spaces throughout 
Marion. 

The following day, the Mattapoisett Woman’s 
Club held its June in Bloom fundraiser. This event raises 
money for the club’s scholarship fund. Speaking with club 
president Sandy Hering the day before, we learned that 
due to the 2022 summer drought hydrangeas might not 
bloom to their full New England glory and that although 
surface-water tables are okay now, deeper underground 
flows are still below average. Something to remember 
as we advance into hotter days and watering decorative 
landscapes are regulated. 

However, the rainy weather on Saturday didn’t 
stop the intrepid garden seekers, and their efforts were 
rewarded by all manner of flowering vegetables to 
flowering bushes. These gardens were primarily designed 
and cared for by the property owners. 

Like Marion, which featured a number of water- 
view backdrops, so, too, did Mattapoisett. 

Water Street, Oakland Street, Pearl Street, 
Mattapoisett Neck Road and Acushnet Road were the 
location of the six private gardens opened for the event. 
Water Street, with its historic homes and water views, 
added to the precious flowering beds lining fence lines 
and circling dwellings. 

We were excited to see vegetables in several 
gardens, vegetables as food and vegetables as art, as in 
the flowering asparagus standing over 5 feet tall, delicate 
as Irish lace. Shade gardens with Hosta leaves the size 
of baby elephant ears and boxwoods like thick, dense 
building blocks of green were all part of the show. 

But if two garden tours weren't enough to satisfy 
your need for all things jardin, there was the Marion Art 
Center’s annual pairing of flowers and art — Art in Bloom 
exhibit. 

This year’s floral artisans were inspired by the 
paintings now in the galleries by Anne Carrozza Remick 
and Stephen Remick, as they built living, still lives. Artists 
included Joan Gardner, Pam Norweb, Suzie Kokkins, 
Karilon Grainger, Connie Dolan, Mimi and Martha 
Plumb, Veronique Bale, Janne Hellgren, Brie Zawistowski, 
Susan Maguire and Cindy Latham.

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serious criminal offense. 

I first learned of a fence viewer many years ago 
when one was appointed in a town where I served on a 
local board. The position was offered to a distinguished, 
retired resident who had once been a state representative, 
selectman, former zoning-board chair and general town 
gadfly. The assumption being his new job would keep him 
out of the Select Board’s hair. The offer was made via an 
official letter. 

The candidate, whom I will call “John,” and I 
shared the distinction of being losers in our respective 
political campaigns that year. Being a diligent reporter 
with a confidential source, I acquired copies of the letter 
and John’s response. Never one to throw anything away, I 
still have those letters. 

The Select Board’s letter offered John the 
opportunity to fulfill his “lifelong ambition.” “The 
position of fence viewer is yours should you decide to 
accept it.” The letter went on ...”The chief responsibility 
of the position is to be continuously ready to respond to 
a call for your services. Since no one can recall the last 
time a fence viewer was needed, the position likely will 
not involve any actual fence viewing but rather constant 
preparedness to view.” 

Knowing John all too well, the Select Board felt 
it necessary to add this: “The Board expects you to be 
ready to view fences, not to sit, straddle or otherwise 
conjugate any other verb form associated with ‘to fence.” 
John, being experienced in the ways of political protocol, 
responded in due time with an appropriate letter of his 
own. 

He wrote, “I think there are not suitable words to 
describe the euphoria I experienced when I learned that it 
has become possible for me to be restored a titled position 
among the ruling class.” 

Ever cautious, John wanted certain clarifications 
before accepting the position. Since he was expected to 
be always on call “like the police and fire chiefs and the 
dog officer,” he wondered, ”... will a take-home vehicle be 
supplied appropriate to my stand-by status?” He humbly 
suggested that a beeper would suffice ... “even a broken 
one.” 

He agreed that he would not “fence with clients, 
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a ____£ Fs 
verbally or physically,” even though “the best defence is 
often a strong offence when dealing a disputed fence.” 
Regarding the requirement that a good fence viewer must 
be able to “notice neglect,” he noted that the “condition 
of the west chimney and the front porch of my house 
provide abundant evidence that I am conversant with 
neglect.” 

In the official letter, they outlined the fence 
viewer’s authority to hold hearings and indicated that it 
would be necessary for John to use “his good ear” unless 
the discussion “doesn’t demand the effort of listening, in 
which case the turning of a deaf ear is allowed.” To which 
John, risking revealing his excitement at wielding such 
power, asked for reassurance that he could “have people 
appear before me, instruct them to make their cases while 
I pointedly pay no attention to anything they say, and 
then force them to sit there while I make long, irrelevant 
speeches.” Thus, having confirmed what everyone else in 
town knew. 

Anyway, John finally accepted the position of 
fence viewer. And I was told by a reliable source high 
up town government that the Select Board was relieved 
that they would not have to search out another qualified 
candidate. 

As for me, I made it unequivocally clear that if 
the position ever became vacant again, they could count 
me out. I was happy just being a viewer. The fences could 
take care of themselves.

The new restriction was labeled as a legal slot-size 
allowance to be taken from 28 to 35 inches so that bigger 
Bass still have the opportunity to get even bigger because 
most stripers over 30 pounds are female and can annually 
produce 850,000 eggs. The legal slot allows Striped Bass 
to live up to about 40 years and reach weights of up to 
100 pounds. The future of spawning grounds to protect 
such an important marine harvest could bring even more 
changes next year.

The Marion Select Board voted 2-1 against 
establishing a policy for public participation in Select 
Board meetings during its June 21 public meeting. 
Board member Norm Hills said he has no 
problem with how the policy was proposed regarding 
time limits, while member Randy Parker said he does not 
think time limits are needed.

Select Board is to listen and, according to Mr. (Geoff) 
Gorman, there are only two court cases over the last five 
years in all of Massachusetts that have gone negatively,” 
said Select Board Chairman Toby Burr. “I think the risk 
of not having it is very small, and we give up a lot by ... 
putting limits in a whole procedure for people to speak. 
I'd rather not limit people.” 

Hills sought clarification as to whether Burr is 
opposed to the whole policy or just the time limits on 
public comment. Burr said he’s opposed to the “whole 
thing,” including registering to speak, counting up 
how many people are going to speak and dividing that 
number. 

Citing examples, Hills said such a policy is not 
anew concept and that he is in favor of it. Parker, who 
is not in favor of time limits, suggested bringing up the 
matter “to bring it up occasionally when we think the 
tool is a little biased.” He also suggested not invoking 
the policy for a string of meetings and then employing it 
could by itself cause the board liability. 

Hills argued that the policy would be used in 
every meeting. The school committees, for example, 
routinely read their public-comment policy at the start of 
that segment. 

“Whether somebody speaks or not, that’s not the 
point. It’s there if we need it,” said Hills. Parker argued 
that potential speakers would need a copy of the policy. 
“It’s a little too busy for the Town of Marion, I’m afraid,” 
he said.

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Noting he is not in favor of a time limit until the 
need is proven, Burr said it would be advantageous to 
agree on how to handle a meeting being hijacked. “This 
would do it, it would be in place,” said Hills. 

“For me, it creates another set of rules for people 
to follow. I’d rather have the audience be relaxed and 
informed,” said Burr. “I can see it in a public hearing 
when you might have many people who want to speak.” 

Burr noted that the board limited public input to 
five minutes per person in the last public hearing held by 
the board. “No matter what time limit we put on people, 
there are some people we would want to listen to a lot 
more than the time limit will be.” Parker nodded his 
agreement. 

Gorman, the town administrator, suggested 
producing a list of norms for the board’s consideration 
and that the matter be indefinitely postponed per the 
majority’s preference in order to remove it from ongoing 
agenda items. 

The board followed suit with a 2-1 approval, Hills 
acknowledging his position in the minority. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Gorman 
said the Select Board’s summer meeting schedule has 
been modified to cancel its July 5 and August 1 meetings, 
resulting in one meeting per month for the two months. 

The board discussed the feasibility of a swap shed 
at the Transfer Station. The project is in the works with 
the DPW. Parker said he and executive assistant Donna 
Hemphill will present a plan at the board’s next meeting. 
The plan will include Rochester. 

The board voted to approve Monday, October 16, 
for a Fall Special Town Meeting that will feature a vote 
on the remaining funding of the new Marine Center and 
possible other capital projects. The board also approved a 
special Town Election on Friday, October 20, if needed, to 
address an override to fund ADA sprinkler upgrades to 
the Town House and like projects. 

Gorman told the board that “reasonable price 
tags” are driving the urgency to schedule a vote for the 
fall and avoid further cost increases by next spring. He 
said that documentation is in place that once an affirming 
vote is secured on October 16, construction can begin on 
the harbormaster’s new headquarters building. 

A plan is underway to “reset” the Bylaw 
Codification Committee so that it can directly advise 
the Select Board. Gorman said the maneuver will not 
take away any of the Planning Board’s authority or 
responsibilities vis-a-vis the town’s bylaws. Hills, the 
recently retired Planning Board chairman, is chairman of 
the Codification Committee, which until now has existed 
as a subcommittee of the Planning Board (appointed by 
the Select Board.) 

The town’s fireworks will be held on Saturday 
night, July 1. Gorman pitched changing the Fireworks 
Committee from a town committee to a nonprofit 
organization, simplifying the fundraising aspect of the 
annual effort. 

An employee-appreciation lunch was planned for 
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Wednesday, June 28, at 12:00 pm, with plans to close the 
Town House for the event. 

Under Action Items, the Select Board voted to 
have its representative to the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water Supply Protection Advisory Committee extend 
from a one-year term to three years to coincide with the 
committee and MRV District Commission. 

The board voted to close the traditional roads 
for the July 4 Independence Day Parade. Starting and 
finishing at the baseball field off Main Street at Sippican 
School, the parade starts at 9:00 am. It will run down 
Main Street toward the Town House, turning left (north) 
onto Spring Street, all the way up to Route 6, then right 
along Route 6 to Front Street, then right (south) down to 
Main Street, then right (west) back to the field. 

Pending the addition of page numbers and 
a verification of a $25 maximum fee, the board voted 
to approve a public-records-request policy revision to 
include Gorman, the town clerk and executive secretary to 
the Police Department. 

The board voted to authorize Department of 
Public Works Director Becky Tilden to file a required 
document with the state Department of Environmental 
Protection and Clean Water Trust to apply for a $55,000 
Asset Management Grant that will fund infrastructure 
inventories and a five-year, gate-valve maintenance 
and replacement program for the Perry Hill and Main 
pumping stations. 

The board approved a request for a two-week 
mobile-home permit at 357 Point Road to begin on July 
20. 

The board approved seven, Special One Day 
Liquor licenses to: Marion Social Club, 44 Pumping 
Station Road, for a birthday party with 100 attendees on 
Sunday, July 23, from 12:00 pm to 5:00 pm; for a memorial 
service (100 attendees) on Saturday, August 12, from 12:00 
pm to 4:00 pm; for its Senior Citizen Bar-B-Que (attendees 
TBD) on Sunday, August 20, from 12:00 pm to 4:00 pm; 
Marion Social Club for the Town Party (150-200 attendees) 
to be held on Saturday, August 26, from 4:00 pm to 10:00 
pm at Silvershell Beach (rain date August 27); Peter 
Krause for a wedding (80 attendees) at the Music Hall, 164 
Front Street, on Saturday, July 22, from 4:00 pm to 10:00 
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pm and two for the Marion Institute for its climate-change 
discussion (50-100 attendees) at the Music Hall, 164 Front 
Street, on Tuesday, July 18, from 5:30 pm to 7:30 pm and 
Tuesday, August 15, from 5:30 pm to 7:30 pm. 

The board approved Water /Sewer commitments 
for quarterly billing of $1,346.37 (June 9) and $1,277,152.06 
(June 14). 

Before the meeting ended, Gorman told the board 
that MassDEP had that day approved the new Watershed 
Permit and Title 5 Nitrogen Sensitive Area regulations 
effective Friday, July 7. The new regulations, he said, 
currently address only Cape Cod, with a note that the 
south coast is being studied for appropriate next steps but 
without an established timeframe. 
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Gorman publicly recognized Isaac Perry, who 
after 19 years as Marion’s harbormaster has taken the job 
as Mattapoisett’s new harbormaster. 

The Marion Select Board has called a special 
public meeting and executive session for Thursday, June 
29, at 3:00 pm at the Police Station. 


DEP Puts Hold on Mandatory Septic Upgrades 
Mattapoisett Select Board

During the June 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Select Board, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco reported 
that the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection has paused implementation of stricter septic 
regulations for the foreseeable future along the south 


coast. 


Lorenco did not go into details but added that 
there are plans to roll out stiffer regulations on nitrogen 
levels on Cape Cod and the Islands. The DEP’s proposal 
would have added tens of thousands of dollars to new 
and existing home costs with the average updated 
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systems estimated at $50,000. 

In August of 2022, MassDEP held a public 
meeting with Mattapoisett’s Board of Health that outlined 
the regulatory agency’s plans. At that meeting, the Board 
of Health heard from the DEP’s NSA (nitrogen-sensitive 
areas) team members that there will be only two paths 
cities and towns identified as nitrogen-sensitive areas 
can go: Either require homeowners not connected to 
public sewer upgrade their septic systems to include 
denitrification technology (systems that help to eliminate 
nitrogen from being discharged into the estuary system 
within five years of implementation) or apply for a 
townwide permit that gives the town 20 years to reduce 
nitrogen by monitoring levels for effectiveness of local 
strategies. 

Mattapoisett rallied, as the Select Board sent a 
letter to the DEP pointing out the tremendous financial 
burden that such upgraded systems would force 
homeowners to bear. The Select Board also contacted 
state officials, asking for intervention from the Senate and 
House of Representatives. Combined pressure seemed to 
have worked. 

In the meantime, Lorenco said the town would 
continue to seek grants that would be used to conduct 
local water studies in advance of any the state may elect 
to do in the future. 

Coming before the Select Board was Amy Archer 
of Pare Corporation, the town’s consulting engineers 
for Phase 2a of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. Pare detailed 
various studies, including traffic and types of crossing 
equipment, as well as the conceptual design of the 
pathway from Railroad Avenue to Industrial Drive. 

The 30-minute presentation acknowledged the 
fact that this section will not move forward until Marion’s 
connecting path-construction project gains traction. 

Archer also estimated construction costs at 
$2,850,000 for one mile that is Phase 2a. She said that once 
Marion gets started, the Mattapoisett project will move 
towards the 25% design, a goalpost when seeking grant 
funding. She said that presently Mattapoisett’s Phase 2a is 
at 10% of conceptual design and that to reach 25% design 
would cost approximately $160,000. 

The bike path is planned to continue on towards 
Route 6 from Good Speed Island Road by way of Railroad 
Avenue, cross Route 6 to Park Street and Park Place, 
eventually terminating at the state-owned park-and-ride 
across from Industrial Drive. 

The crossing at Industrial Drive presents a 
number of challenges, but Archer believed those could be 
resolved by ensuring the users cross south of the entrance 
to the Industrial Park, not where the exit ramp from Route 
195 is located. 

Several meeting attendees voiced concerns over 
cyclists who do not ride in a safe manner, especially when 
crossing Mattapoisett Neck Road and Brandt Island Road. 
Lorenco said that patrol officers on bikes will be assigned 
to the bike path to help ensure the safety of riders and 
motorists alike. 
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Jeff Swift ies eden | is iocaed near the 
railroad easement, the property being used for the bike 
path, voiced concern over additional water flowing in 
the direction of his home. Archer said the intent is to 
reconnect hydrologic systems along the easement. 

Another resident asked if portable restrooms 
would be placed along the bike path. Lorenco said one 
would be installed at the sewer pump house on Good 
Speed Island Road attached to the chain-link fence. 

The Select Board voted to have Mattapoisett 
designated a Purple Heart Community. Lorenco drafted 
a proclamation that the board approved. The text read 
by board member Tyler Macallister noted the town’s 
appreciation for those that sacrificed while in service to 
the country. The proclamation will be submitted to the 
Military Order of the Purple Heart for acceptance. 

Lorenco reported that borings are being taken on 
Long Wharf, and the good news is that the construction 
team has reached, “very dense material.” 

In other business, a malt-and-wine permit as 
requested by What the Taco, a food truck located in 
the Mahoney Lumber parking lot, was approved for 
submittal to the state’s licensing office. Also approved 
were expanded hours of operation and seating for 75 
people. 

Seasonal trailer permits were approved for 
Gregory Bartlett, 0 Silver Shell Avenue (July 1, 2, 3, 14, 
15, 28 and 29) and for Diane Simonelli (July 30 through 
August 27) split between 0 and 1 Union Avenue. 

Kevin Greiner was appointed as alternate 
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building inspector, and former Marion Harbormaster 
Isaac Perry was appointed as Mattapoisett’s new 
harbormaster. A scholarship committee was formed with 
the following volunteers: John Oldham, Carole Clifford, 
Colin Everett, Teresa Nelson, Paul Criscuolo, Kate Brown 
and Deborah Fraine. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
was not immediately scheduled upon adjournment. 


Retirees Receive Boost 
Rochester Select Board

Rochester’s selectmen on June 21 approved a 
plan to give town employee retirees a one-time 5% Cost 
of Living Adjustment raise for 2023 that will cost the town 
budget $25,000 for the next five years. 

Town Treasurer Kory Lyon presented the plan to 
the board on behalf of the Plymouth County Retirement 
Board, which has chosen the action as a way to better 
compensate the town’s retirees for 2023. 

It piggybacks on Governor Charlie Baker’s 
November 2022 signing of a law that according to a recent 
Mass Municipal Association report, “adds an important 
municipal acceptance step for a one-time, above-the-cap 
increase in public pension cost-of-living adjustments in 
fiscal 2023.” 

Plymouth County Retirement Association 
representative Charles Armanetti emphasized that this is 
a one-year increase approved by the retirement board. He 
noted the other 10 communities in Plymouth County have 
all approved this plan. Now it was Rochester’s turn to 
decide. 

There are 45 retirees from Rochester currently, he 
said. The $25,000 per year amount will cover the increase 
by cutting the grand total cost of $125,000 into five pieces. 

Still, the selectmen were reluctant at first to 
approve the expense. “It is a big hit on our budget,” Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon said. 

Select Board Chairman Paul Ciaburri lamented 
that Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg was 
not in attendance to give his perspective. Select Board 
member Brad Morse noted that might not have mattered, 
as Stoltenberg doesn’t know the budget numbers for next 
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year anyway. 

“Ten out of 10 communities have voted in favor,” 
Armanetti said before the final, unanimous approval vote. 
“But it wasn’t easy. There has been resistance. But every 
other town has found a way.” 

Later in the evening came a surprising 
announcement, as Cannon revealed that the developer 
of the Rochester Memorial School solar-energy canopy 
project has asked the state for an extension of its permit to 
June 30, 2024. 

Cannon said the problem is in supplies. The 
developer is having trouble getting shipments of the steel 
that the project needs. The Planning Board approved the 
project permit and the Groundwater Protection District 
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permit in May. The canopy-mounted, large-scale, solar 
photovoltaic system was to be built over 13.7 acres of the 
rear parking lot of the Rochester Memorial School starting 
this fall. 

In other business, the Select Board followed 
a recommendation from Town Planner Nancy Durfee 
and approved donating $10,000 from SEMASS’s yearly 
donation to the town to fund the Snipatuit Pond 
hydrologist study. Durfee explained in a previous 
meeting that a flow gauge would be installed to 
determine the area’s waterflow rate and water levels. 
ARPA monies totaling $20,000 funded the beginning of 
the project, Durfee said, adding that she needs volunteers 
to help her monitor this gauge.

The board also approved beginning a Veterans 
Work-Off Program, under which military veterans may 
work a maximum of 125 hours in a year for the town to 
abate their tax-bill debts. 

The board announced that the Conservation 
Commission needs a new full member and an associate 
member after accepting the resignation of Commissioner 
William Clapp. Interested volunteers should contact Town 
Hall. 

Under appointments, new Select Board member 
Adam Murphy was named the panel’s new representative 
to the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) commission. Halima 
Tiffany was reappointed to the Registrar of Voters, and 
Sandra Romero became a new member of the Agricultural 
Commission. 

The board approved a $250 license fee for the new 
Farmer Winery Pour License. 

The board approved an amendment to the Town 
Counsel Access Policy that any member of a board may 
ask the town administrator to speak to Town Counsel. The 
policy previously required the entire board or committee 
to agree to make such a request of legal counsel. 

The board approved closing Town Hall on 
Monday, July 3. 

The Rochester Select Board called a special 
meeting for an executive session on Thursday, June 29, 
at 5:30 pm to discuss personnel and will not convene in 
public session. The board set its next regular meeting for 
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Way. 


Planned Private Pier Reviewed 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Coming before the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission on June 26 was David Davignon of 
Schneider, Davignon & Leone, Inc., representing the Lisa 
Muller Trust Declaration regarding a proposed residential 
pier at 89 Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

The structure as described by Davignon will 
feature a board walkway over marsh, advancing towards 
the pier where a floating dock will be located. He said 
that beachgoers with access to the private waterside via 
private properties and those walking along the high-tide 
mark will be able to traverse the wooden platform, thus it 
will not impede recreational use of the area. 

Davignon shared that there is a mapped eel-grass 
meadow in the area but that the meadow will be 10 feet 
off the pier. In the offseason, the floating dock will be 
elevated out of harm’s way versus removed and stored 
elsewhere, Davignon explained. 

It was determined that any concerns regarding 
sand movement under the pier will be reviewed and 
regulated by agencies such as the state Division of Marine 
Fisheries and the Army Corps of Engineers. Concerns of 
this nature were raised by Colin Everett, 144 Fairhaven 
Road. 
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Everett also inquired as to the size of the pier 
which is planned to be 74 feet of fixed structure with an 
additional 28 feet for the gangway and float. The Notice of 
Intent filing was continued until July 10. 

Also continued was a Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Andris Rieksts and Lisa Francis, 
0 Park Place, for the construction of a single-family 
home on a previously approved, two-lot subdivision. 
Also represented by Davignon, the project presentation 
detailed that a retaining wall will encircle the entire 
footprint of the home and that the owner will be 
responsible for water and sewer piping from the end of 
the public service. 

The filing was continued to July 10 to give 
Davignon time to update the engineered drawings to 
include, among other things, drainage from the roof. 

Before adjourning, Chairman Mike King was 
voted into another tour of duty as the chair and newest 
member David Nicolosi as clerk. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, July 
10, at 6:30 pm. 


CBD Shop Working out Details 
Rochester Planning Board

All the “meat and potatoes” have not changed 
on a site plan and special-permit application for a 
recreational marijuana establishment that would be 
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located at 621 County Road, according to the applicant's 
lawyer, Jonathan Silverstein. 

The Rochester Planning Board on Tuesday night 
did not take any action, as project representative Phil 
Cordeiro of Allen & Major Associates is still working 
with peer-review engineer Ken Motta on some of the 
finer details. Specifically, the board awaits Motta’s written 
input on the traffic plans, which Cordeiro said will not 
have a significant impact. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said 
the board will be ready at its July 11 meeting to vote on 
a special permit that would allow for marijuana use at 
621 County Road. The site-plan review-approval process 
should occur at the board’s first meeting in August. 

This process will pave the way for a 4,500-square- 
foot, mixed-use commercial building that will become the 
first pot establishment in the Tri-Town area and located by 
the Wareham border. 

Cordeiro gave a presentation on some of the more 
recently proposed changes meant to minimize the impact 
on abutters to the north and south of the property. Among 
the changes is a proposed 6-foot stockade fence on a 
3-foot berm, creating a 9-foot barrier. 

Planning Board members questioned if the fence 
would block the view of the road for vehicles exiting the 
property. 

“There is nothing worse than pulling out into 
traffic,” Planning Board member Ben Bailey said. 

Cordeiro said he would continue to work with 
Motta on that issue, perhaps tweaking it so the fence only 
reaches a 4-foot height as it approaches the main road. 
Cordeiro said sidewalk deficiencies in that area will also 
be improved. 

Megan’s Organic Market Rochester LLC is owned 
in part by two Massachusetts residents but is a California- 
based company. 

Talks with the Planning Board started last year, 
but an agreement was reached with the Select Board last 
fall. 

The site-plan review and special permit are the 
final steps toward construction of the marijuana shop, 
which will share a site with another small business. 

In other business, the Planning Board agreed to 
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work with Zoning Commissioner Paul Boucher on an in- 
law apartment bylaw. 

Boucher said many communities have such 
a bylaw, and it often protects the abutters of these 
properties. He said some applicants in town have a 
proposed, 1,200-square-foot, in-law apartment, which 
appears to be much bigger than its intended purpose. 

“That’s a house for God’s sake,” he said, offering 
750 square feet as a reasonable size. 

Boucher said some communities have rules 
stating that a relative must live in the in-law apartment, 
which he said is impossible to enforce. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


Variance Keeps Applicant in Own Yard 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Terrence and Laura Hartford can now step off 
their deck and onto their own property after the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals voted to grant them a variance 
immediately following a June 22 public hearing. 

The Hartfords applied for a variance from 
Section 230-5.1 of the Marion Zoning Bylaws to allow 
the conveyance of an abutting parcel at 62 Water Street, 
also described as Map 16, Lot 135B, to the applicant’s lot 
(135C) at 70 Water Street to remove a hardship of trespass. 

Tom Ryan, the applicants’ attorney, described 
“a jagged boundary line,” harkening back to a 1999 
Approval Not Required maneuver that “took some land 
from Lot 135B, giving it to 135C in order to build an 
extension.” 

The existing deck, Ryan said, was built right 
to the boundary line. “Every time my clients step off of 
the deck, they’re technically trespassing,” he noted with 
some humor. Ryan said this has gone on ever since the 
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1999 construction without any sort of right-of-way or 
access agreement. He considered the situation “a major 
hardship” for the applicants. 

As ZBA member Margie Baldwin would point 
out, both neighbors are shielded from view of this 
situation by either the house or trees at a distance and a 
fence. 

The goal, Ryan said, was to establish a more- 
natural boundary line between the two lots, one that 
would run along an existing fence marked on the site 
plan. The plan would not alter the frontage facing Water 
Street. 

Robert Braman, a Marion-based land surveyor, 
said the parcel that the applicant will take from Lot 135B 
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to Lot 135C measures approximately 605 square feet. That 
loss of land from Lot 135B will leave in excess of 1 acre, 
the minimum required when that lot saw an addition to 
the house. 

Ryan said the abutters, whose property is the 
landing point when the Hartfords step off their deck, 
actually suggested the proposed plan. 

ZBA member Dana Nilson asked if there is any 
plan for addition(s) to the house that would require future 
setback variances. Laura Hartford said there are plans to 
add a dormer to the back of the house and a kitchen to the 
front side, neither of which would alter the footprint. 

Marion Building Commissioner Bob Grillo 
identified the case as “one of the rare circumstances 
where this variance is making it more conforming. It’s not 
conforming, but it’s making a bad situation better,” he 
said. 

Grillo also pointed out that if the ZBA did not 
grant the requested variance, the applicant could file an 
application for a special permit based on the fact the deck 
already sits within inches of the lot line. The deck, as 
Baldwin also pointed out, had been installed prior to the 
sale of the abutting lot. 

ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow sought 
clarification from Ryan as to whether easements are an 
option, to which Ryan confirmed they “always” are. 

But he said they do not want a situation in the future in 
which an attorney could challenge an easement created by 
attorneys in this case. Ryan called a variance “the cleanest 
possible way” to ensure the future of the proposed 
arrangement. 

Based on a “lengthy packet” given the ZBA by 
former Town Counsel Jon Witten, Nilson and Baldwin 
admitted struggle with the hardship as asserted, a 
prerequisite of a variance. Nilson quoted Witten’s 
document disqualifying resale value as a legitimate 
hardship in a variance application. “I don’t understand 
the hardship here,” he said. 

Ryan said the hardship is not based on a deterrent 
to the house’s resale value but on “breaking the law every 
time they step off the deck.” 

“If the Hatfields and the McCoys get the land, 
then we’re in trouble, aren’t we,” said Callow.

ZBA member Will Tifft expressed concern that the 
abutters’ approval was not documented, but Grillo said 
the associated ANR plan required the transfer of property, 
implying the abutter’s approval. Ryan said the abutters 
had planned to attend the hearing and apologized for 
their absence. 

Baldwin and Callow called it a “bad division” 
of property that would be made a little better and less 
nonconforming. 

With that, the public hearing was closed. 
Deliberation quickly gave way to a unanimous vote of 
approval. 

With the resignation of Dr. Ed Hoffer from the 
ZBA, Dani Engwert became a full, voting member, and 
on June 22, alternate member Joan Gardner voted on the 
Hartford public hearing. The ZBA needs a new alternate 
member. 

In discussion regarding CPTC on-demand 
training, Callow asked the membership for feedback 
while noting that Marion can determine the focal point of 
needed training. 

Callow introduced Assistant Treasurer / Collector 
Daryl Hope Cook, who filled in for regular board 
administrator Anne Marie Tobia. 

Without scheduled public hearings, the next 
meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals was not 
set upon adjournment. 
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Elevated Staircase Gets Green Light 
Marion Conservation Commission

Jon Delli Priscoli was voted an Order of 
Conditions for a proposed elevated staircase to the 
beach at 162 Point Road, per the Marion Conservation 
Commission during its June 14 public meeting. 

Project representative David Davignon of 
Schneider, Davignon & Leone, Inc., said he had an aerial 
photo from 1985 indicating a beach-access point, as 
corroborated by the property’s former owners in an email. 
That access, said Davignon, was destroyed by Hurricane 
Bob (1991.) Since then, the vegetation has grown to the 
edge of the lawn at the property and obscures a stone 
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bank. 

The proposal plans a staircase with an air gap 
below the vegetation. The 20-foot drop would be bridged 
with 14 anchors. Two sections of deck would be prebuilt, 
then dropped into place, the staircase to be built between 
them. 

“We should be able to do the project with minimal 
disturbance,” said Davignon, noting that the work is 
along the coastal bank. 

He said the MassDEP issued a file number and 
had no comments. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava, who had visited the site, had no issues. 
Commissioner Shaun Walsh asked about the condition 
of the beach where the staircase will land. Davignon said 
the last step will land at beach grade. He said the surface 
there is “mainly cobble. ... You wouldn’t want to lay out 
there on a blanket.” 

Walsh observed that a nearby staircase ends 
above the beach grade due to recent, storm-driven 
erosion. 

One of the certificates of compliance considered 
for William and Elizabeth Weber at 21 East Avenue was 
met with concern from Commissioner Ethan Gerber over 
a drainage pipe that as Doubrava described, is sending 
drainage unfiltered down into the cove. 

“That looked like a pretty significant deviation 
from what was permitted,” he said. 

Walsh said a catch basin had been installed 
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where the driveway meets the road and a pipe under the 
landscaped area discharges. He noted that Davignon did 
not design the drainage pipe. 

“This concerns me because I have no idea the 
volume of runoff that’s going into that catch basin and 
hence the volume and velocity of the runoff exiting that 
pipe,” said Walsh, speculating that a Davignon design 
would have been similar to the one he did at the end of 
the causeway road. 

Estimating that the end of the drainpipe is 20 
feet from the shoreline, Walsh wanted to clarify that a 
Certificate of Compliance does not constitute approval of 
that drainage design. It was not part of Davignon’s plan 
on behalf of the Webers. 

While he said the issue is not grounds for the 
withholding of a COC, Walsh indicated he would like to 
see Davignon design a reconfiguration of that system. 

Davignon said he was perfectly comfortable 
receiving a COC and a request to file a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to revise the drainage 
plan. Doubrava was not comfortable issuing a COC until 
the commission receives the RDA. Davignon requested 
a continuance of the discussion to July 12, and the 
commissioners voted to honor that request. 

Great Hill Marion LLC, Cathy Stone, was issued 
a Negative Determination of Applicability for spot 
treatment to halt the spread of phragmites in Areas 2, 3 
and 4 at North Great Hill Drive. 

Stone told the commission her group has 
been working on the issue for a while to prevent the 
phragmites’ spread. “Hopefully, this will be the last time 
we have to apply for a permit to do this ... it’s not gone 
completely,” she said. The treatment will include chemical 
treatment and swiping in individual spots. 

Doubrava said the area is much improved over 
several years ago. 

John and Theresa Cederholm, trustees of the 
Cederholm Nominee Trust, were voted a Negative 
Determination of Applicability for minor clearing and 
grading within land subject to coastal-storm flowage in 
order to access a building site at East Avenue. 

Project representative Brian Grady of G.A.F. 
Engineering said a third of the side is inside the flood 
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zone, but the bulk of the work is outside the flood zone. 
Grady said that the dwelling on the lot, as well as the 
septic system and driveway, are outside the flood zone. 
He said the neighbors had long used the lot as a garden. 

Sally Gaglini, DGZ Realty LLC, was voted an 
Order of Conditions to renovate a single-family house 
to include a two-car garage and associated grading at 10 
Hartley Lane. 

James Connolly was voted an Order of 
Conditions for the construction of a single-story addition 
to a two-story house at 92 Dexter Road. 

In his Conservation Agent Report, Doug Guey- 
Lee reported to the commission regarding two freshly 
cut pine trees that had been thrown into the water from 
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196 Point Road. He observed other items. Doubrava said 
the harbormaster observed debris that would have been a 
hazard to navigation. 

Appearing at the meeting, the resident at the 
address said the trees were dead, and while it may have 
been bad judgment to expect them to be biodegradable at 
the bottom of the hill, he said they can remove the trees. 

Commissioner Emil Assing said two trees should 
be replanted in the same area that the two had existed. 
Identifying the hill as a “coastal bank,” Walsh said it’s 
important to recognize jurisdictional areas, especially for 
waterfront properties as protected by the state’s Wetlands 
Act. He explained that the commission should have been 
given a say before the trees, albeit dead, were removed. 
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The good thing, Walsh said, is that the stumps are still 
there. 

The commission’s position was that removal of 
the logs will suffice with a report to Guey-Lee. 

In separate votes, the commission voted to issue 
certificates of compliance to Dale and Laura Briggs for 
work performed at 23 Dexter Road. 

The Marion Conservation Commission was 
scheduled to meet on Wednesday, June 28, and is 
scheduled to next meet on Wednesday, July 12, at 7:00 pm. 


Brewster Woods Touted As Model 
Development 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

Marion Affordable Housing Trust member Susan 
Miller learned a lot during her participation in a recent 
South Coast Affordable Housing forum, as expressed 
during the June 13 public meeting of the AHT. 

“This was an eye-opener,” said Miller, seeing that 
the City of New Bedford is a focal point of ARPA funding. 

New Bedford was to receive $63,000,000 that the 
city would use to create a building coordinator to look 
at new properties. The aim is to buy up old buildings, 
including former factories to be converted into residential 
buildings. 

“They said, if we get this housing, then we’re 
not going to deal with the homeless problem. They were 
very clear about that with the New Bedford group,” said 
Miller. 

The state held up Brewster Woods’ 30 affordable 
rental apartments on Cape Cod and the development’s 
“whole community approach” as a model for other 
communities. 

“You see that with this one development, that 
they got money from all different sources,” said Miller, 
adding that the focus there is on helping people with 
disabilities. “Also, that was the first group that I heard 
anyone saying they want to help out the veterans.” 

A supportive housing development for the 
elderly in Plympton has also been held up as an example 
for communities. 

Miller came away from the forum with the 
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distinct impression that the Town of Marion needs a full- 
time grant writer. “It’s a big task,” she said. 

Major municipal construction projects facing the 
town have experienced grant writers on staff preoccupied. 

Miller’s research on Community Preservation 
proposals yielded information on communities that give a 
discount or help, including nearby Middleborough, which 
offers a discount to ages 65 and over (as does Cambridge.) 
However, said Miller, the other towns rely on federal, 
low-income housing grants. “You have to be within the 
federal-poverty guidelines,” she said. 

The state Association for Community Action 
assistance helps eligible households pay water and sewer 
bills. “They break it down, the household, the income, 
gross income for the month and if you can qualify,” said 
Miller, then it becomes another means of assistance. 

Miller also spoke about green energy and the 
Great American Rain Barrel program. She said the 
Mattapoisett Agricultural Commission held a now- 
completed program for residences (including those in 
Marion and Rochester.) 

AHT member Nancy McFadden said she 
became more cognizant at Town Meeting as to what the 
Community Preservation Committee does. 

AHT member Norm Hills explained that the 
Community Preservation Act is funded by a 2% tax that 
the town voted long before he lived in Marion, then the 
program expanded and has funded many projects with 
CPA funds. 

Chairperson Terri Santos noted that the AHT has 
$8,000 in its budget. 

An April 24 letter from former Select Board 
member John Waterman on the Affordable / Inclusionary 
Zoning Bylaw was discussed. 

“A lot of this is not accurate,” said Santos of 
Waterman’s letter. Santos said she is “on the same page” 
as Hills, who disagrees with Waterman’s criticisms of the 
20-year bylaw. 

Hills pointed out that no permit has been pulled 
for the Heron Cove Estates development, so the town 
only has conditional protection to refuse a developer’s 
40B application until it’s pulled. Eileen Marum, attending 
the meeting, said that without that permit pulled, Marion 
is not ina “safe harbor.” 

Hills encouraged the trust to work with the 
Planning Board, and Santos suggested the trust will want 
to speak for itself in its response to Waterman/’s letter.

Spider-Man: Across the Spider-Verse. With the 
voices of Shameik Moore and Hailee Steinfeld. 
Running time: 140 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 
Now playing in theaters. Coming to streaming 
media July 18. 

For all its popping visual ingenuity and 
fecundity, Spider-Man: Across the Spider-Verse is one 
of the loudest and most active movies I’ve ever 
almost fallen asleep on. The film’s predecessor, 
2018's Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse, left me 
feeling in my review, “I admire it as a glistening 
piece of pop art. But its corporate pizzazz chills me 
a little.” Well, the chill hasn’t gone away. Across, 
as we'll call it for short, depends heavily on your 
having seen the first film, preferably within the last 
month. Otherwise you may not be clued in as to the 
new Spider-Man, Miles Morales (Shameik Moore), 
and why Spider-Gwen (Hailee Steinfeld), a Spider- 
Person from another universe, takes an interest in 
the arc of his story. 

After an awful lot of weightless jumping, 
running, fighting and smiting, we’re briefed on the 
crisis: each Spider-Person’s life must follow certain 
“canon events,” and for Miles this might mean the 
death of his father. Does Miles save him? You'll have 
to come back next March for Beyond the Spider-Verse 
to find out. This premise, though, is a neat way to 
play with the multiverse angle (which, in comics as 
well as film, has seemed to attach itself to Spider- 
Man for some reason). Instead of the ‘verse we’re 
watching not seeming to mean much, since there’ re 
just more ‘verses like it out there, Miles’ verse has 
depth of feeling, and we care whether he and his 
nearly-police-captain dad escape the Curse of Police 
Dads across the Spider-Verse. 

One imagines the third film, when it comes, 
may turn Miles into a metafictional rebel, denying 
his fate, or the plot that has been written for him. (As 
a result, Miles may consort well with this film’s best 
character, Spider-Punk, voiced by Daniel Kaluuya.) 
That movie will probably have the payoff and pack 
the climactic punch that’s missing from this middle 
film. Across is far from bad, but it’s busy as hell, 
plotwise as well as visually, and it left me a little 
exhausted. The main villain here is the Spot (Jason

Schwartzman), who generates black holes he can 
pop in and out of. His powers are an animator’s 
fondest dream, and some of the action scenes 

flow almost at the speed of thought, creating their 
own twinkly reality where the Rule of Cool reigns 
supreme. It’s terrific fun, but there’s about an hour 
too much of it for me. 

At the end, Spider-Gwen marshals a Spider- 
Army to help her find Miles and restore him to 
his ‘verse. I’m sure Marvel won't mind if you buy 
all the merchandise and comic books related to all 
those Spider-Folks, too. I fear I’ve been around the 
block too many times with corporate comics to trust 
these movies to have anything truly revolutionary 
in mind. The goal of superhero comics, and now 
superhero movies and shows, is to keep themselves 
going until people stop buying. (The DC film 
universe’s penultimate product, The Flash, currently 
coughing up blood in theaters while Across the 
Spider-Verse surged back up to #1 in its fourth 
weekend, shows that DC hasn’t pulled the plug on 
this particular iteration of their heroes a minute too 
soon.) 

These Spider-Verse movies have been 
gorgeous demo reels for the latest in animation 
techniques. With the benefit of digital tech, they 
can evoke the panel-by-panel mode of the comics 
medium more fluidly than Ang Lee’s Hulk did 
twenty years ago. Almost alone among modern 
superhero films, though, Lee’s Hulk movie (which 
preceded the workaday Marvel MCU movies and 
their own version of the Hulk) keeps a warm, fond 
place in my memory. It was about something other 
than announcing itself as the big new franchise, and 
the oddities that made it a miss for most audiences 
endeared it to me. It was pained, exploratory, an art- 
house film in the glimmering cloak of a blockbuster; 
it tried to get at something human and resonant. The 
Spider-Verse movies are less awkward but have less 
soul. They’re so busy spinning around in their own 
universes they don’t really engage with our own. 
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We are closing down for the week (7/3-7/7/23)

taverns in Rochester, just a stone’s throw from each other, 
but miles apart because of the different views of their 
patrons. Pictured here is one of the taverns where the idea 
of revolution was debated and supported. 

With the creation of our new memorial, I have 
written about our town’s participation in the War for 
Independence, but that time period is full of stories. In 
fact, our town was involved in one of the first acts of 
“overt treason” leading up to the war. The event was 
referred to as ‘en 
the “Body of the 
People” incident. 

In 
September of 1774, 
a large group 
of Bristol and 
Plymouth County 
men assembled 
in Rochester. The 
group which 
added Wareham men to their number, as they passed 
through that town, began a peaceful march toward their 
ultimate destination, the Barnstable County Courthouse. 
The stated purpose of the march was to protest a new 
act from the British government to take away “the right 
of local selectmen to draw names of jurors” who would 
participate in trials. 

The real purpose, however, was to stop all 
appeals cases from continuing onto higher courts which

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would put them under the control of the English King. 
Abraham Holmes of Rochester who was one of the 
march’s participants wrote in his memoirs, “the first 
overt act done in the face of day, without disguise, in the 
controversy with Great Britain that according to British 
Jurisprudence would be called treason.” The men taking 
part in this march, unlike the tea party participants, 
wore no disguises and took the risk of being arrested, 
imprisoned and possibly hanged. 

When the marchers arrived at the Barnstable 
Court, their protest succeeded. The Chief Justice of the 
court, Colonel James Otis agreed not to call the court 
to order, thus halting the work of the King’s court. No 
doubt protected by their numbers, there is no record 
of anyone suffering punishment, but this is just one of 
many acts and proclamations that led to the war and the 
independence that we will be celebrating on this coming 
Tuesday.

Originally from New Bedford and now a Berkley 
resident, Matt Tweedie was one of the original 17 
swimmers who jumped in the Outer Harbor 30 years ago 
and was back again this year. “A lot has changed since 
that first Buzzards Bay Swim. Thankfully many places in 
our Bay have improved, but there is still much to do and 
new challenges to face... 1 decided to swim again this 
year because I figured it was a fun time to do it again and 
support the Bay.” 

Heather Cyr of New Bedford participated in the 
Swim for her fourth time, “I swim because clean water 
and a healthy coast, it doesn’t get better than that. We 
have to take care of our home.” 

The top fundraisers were Steve Johnson of 
Westport, who raised a new record of $13,200, followed 
by Nancy Smith of Dartmouth who raised $5,450, and 
Jessica Whittaker of Rochester, who raised $4,400. 
Whittaker is also a member of the top fundraising team, 
For Emma, which counted 34 members and raised more 
than $20,000. 

The fastest swimmers were Jack Bauer of 
Cambridge, with a time of 24 minutes and 36 seconds, 
and Carlyn Soares of Beverly, with a time of 24 minutes 
and 48 seconds. The fastest adult team, winning the 
Wheeler Watershed Challenge Cup, were the Salty Sea 
Dogs. The fastest youth team, winning the Quicks Award, 
was For Emma. 

The Buzzards Bay Swim is one of two signature 
outdoor fundraising events hosted by the Coalition. 

The other is the Buzzards Bay Watershed Ride, a 100,
